\ THE CORN-CROP. git 
We yesterday published a sories of reports 
from some sixty pointsin the corn-producing 
portions of this State and of Iowa. The general 
import of them was that the area of corn plant- 
ed was less this year than last year, and that, 
owing to the late planting and the drought, the 
yield does not promise more than half or two- 
thirds the average yield per acre. The impor- 
tance of the corn crop to the people of this 
State may be estimated when it is known that 
more than half the acreage under cultivation in 
this State is in corn. The census report of 1870 
gives as the yield of corn for the year preceding 
(1869) the sum of 129,921,395 bushels, and of 
wheat, 10,133,207 of spring and 19,995,198 of win- 
ter,or an aggregate of 30,128,405 bushels wheat. By 
reference to the reparts of the State Auditor, we 
find that in that year the acreage in cultivation 
was: Wheat, 2,589,214; corn, 5,193,747; and 
other field products, 1,820,538. The average 
yield of corn per acre in 1869 was a fraction over 
25 bushels, and of wheat a fraction short of 12 
bushels. Two years later, in 1871, the acreage 
devoted to these two crops, wheat and corn, 
stood thus: Wheat, 2,004,392; corn, 6,923,076 
acres, with an increase of the area in other field 
crops to 2,470,049 acres, In the interval. 585,000 
acres had been taken out of wheat, and 1,750,000 
additional acres put in corn. In 1872, these 
areas were still further increased, and the re- 
turns for 1873 show the following result: 
Wheat, 3,093,808 acres; corn, 7,087,040; ‘oats, 
1,817,463 ; hay, 2,178,237; pasture, 3,807,082 ; 
orchard, 320, 702; other field products, 
$66,166. It will be seen, therefore, that, 
notwithstanding the great increase in the 
acreage under cultivation, the number 
of acres in corn this year is but slightly in- 
creased over that of 1871, and is known to be 
leas than that of 1872. The acreage in wheat, 
which had fallen in 1871 to 2,000,000 acres, has 
increased to 3,000,000, while the acreage in oats 
exceeds the whole area devoted to all other field 
products in 1871. 
Estimating the corn crop of 1873 at the aver- 
age of 25 bushels to the acre, as in 1871, the 
yield would be over 177,000,000 bushels. But, 
while corn is produced in every county in this 
State, and produced largely, the product for ex- 
portation is grown in about 30 counties. In the 
other 72 counties, the surplus, if any, is com- 
paratively small, while in many there is a defi- 
ciency; but in these 30 counties is pro- 
duced the corn which Illinois has to ex- 
port. While the unfavorable aspect of the 
corn crop is general, it is more especially so in 
those counties where corn is the main product. 
Any serious loss in the corn crop in those coun- 
ties notfonly affects the general product of the 
State, but would leave these localities without a 
fair remuneration for their year’s labor, were it 
not for the fact that a short crop is usually ac- 
companied by an advance in price. A few ex- 
amples will show how a failure of the corn crop 
would affect the corn-growing system for 
this compensating advantage. In 1871, the num- 
ber of acres in corn, wheat, and other crops was 
as follows in the counties named :

In Mason, Fulton, and Knox Counties, 66,948 
acres were in wheat, 348,134 in corn ; in Peoria, 
Stark, Marshall, and Putnam, 29,229 in wheat, 
and 260,787 in corn; in Woodford, Livingston, 
and LaSalle, 25,431 in wheat, and 541,694 in corn. 
How far the deficiency will affect prices is a 
matter to be determined by the actual harvest, 
which is yet to be ascertained. In Iowa, from 
which State there is a large export of corn, the 
growing crop has the same general indications 
as in Illinois.

THE COAL-MONOPOLY. 

The Philadelphia Press, which is a resolute 
champion of the protective monopoly in every 
form, has been compelled at last to denounce 
the combination of monopolies engaged in the 
mining and trarsportation of anthracite coal.” 
That paper declares that gradually a few giant 


‘The account published by Tun Tarunz of the | °°POrations have been buying up the collieries 


and coal lands until at last they control the 
whole business. There are numerous small col- 
lieries owned by individuals or firms, but these 
are compelled to sell their coal to the few larger 
corporations, which own all the means of trans- 
portation, and thus control the prices at the 
mines and at the market. Public feeling in 
times past has been excited against the miners and 
workmen for obstructing by strikes 
and other proceedings, and has rejoiced that the 
mining companies were able to overcome the 


year. This advance had by the first of Angust 
resched $1.41 per ton, on an average monthly 
production of two millions per month. At last 
year's prices these companies made large profits ; 
one company—a weak one—which has only forty- 


seven miles of railway worked by stationary 


engines to operate, and which only produces 
1,200,000 tons a year, divided on last year’s 
prices 20 per cent on $4,000,000 of capital, and 
paid the interest on $1,000,000 of debt. Another 
company paid a dividend of 10 per cent on 
$15,000,000 of capital and interest on $13,000,000 
of debt. The Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad paid a dividend of 10 per cent on 
$20,000,000 of capital, and interest on $9,000,000 
of debt ; while the Reading Railway paid 10 per 
cent on $34,000,000 of capital and interest on 
$29,000,000 of debt. The capital stock on which 
these dividends were paid aggregates $74,000,000 
of which one-half represents water,” issued as 
extra dividends. If these and the other com- 
make at last year’s prices these enormous 
dividends, the advance in the price of coal of 


$1.40 to 61.80 per ton over last year’s rates, 


with no increase in the cost of production, can 
only be characterized as robbery. 


The Press advises, as the best means to break 


down this monopoly in anthracite, the more 
general use of bituminous. In 1872, the pro- 
duction of coal in the United States was 41,000,- 
000 tons, of which 22,000,000 tons were snthra- 
cite and 19,000,000 bituminous. The whole ares 
of the anthracite coal deposit is comprised, 
within three counties in Eastern Pennsylvania, 
while bituminous coal is to be found in large 
quantities in all parts of the country. Perhaps 
the advice of the Press to use bituminous coal 
instead of anthracite would be more effective at 
the East if the duty of 50 cents per ton on 
bituminous coal was repealed. If that tax, which 


produces little or no revenue, were repealed, it 


would enable bituminous coal to compete with 
the anthracite, and by the reduction in its price 
operate as a check on the price of anthracite. 
But the repeal of that tax would be resented by 
the Press as a blow at the rights and liber- 
ties of Pennsylvania. Nevertheless, the coal 
monopoly has been fostered and built up under 
the protection of that tax, which until last year 
was $1.25 per ton in gold. 
THE BUTLER CAMPAIGN. 

Although the opposition to Gen. Butler in 
Massachusetts is based upon his bad reputation 
as a blackguard, ruffian, and brute, it appears to 
be conceded that there is no way of defeating 
him except by depriving him of the Republican 
nomination. It seems never to have occurred 
to his opponents that, if he is as black as they 
say, he ought to be defeated just as much after 
he receives a Republican nominstion as be- 
fore. But they will not bolt. One reason 
why they will not is that the National Ad- 
ministration is giving Butler its effective 
support. Harper’s Weekly has taken its cue, and 
comes out this week with a full-page wood-cut, 
representing the gallant Butler, attired in 3 
Major-General’s uniform, and with, folded arms 
and martial air, standing on a raised platform, 
with a column at his side, facing a scowling mob 
below, which looks as though it had been repro- 
duced from a picture illustrating the New York 
riots. This work of artis accompanied by the 
words: Do you see me? Gen. Butler defy- 
ing the Rebels at New Orleans.” If this is remark- 
able for anything besides its disgusting servil- 
ity, it is because it shows that the party man- 
agers believe that Butler must be sustained in 
Massachusetts. This much is likewise indicated 


by the confident tone which Butler has assumed 


in his stump-speeches. 

Meanwhile, Messrs. Hoar, Dawes, Claflin, and 
others have issued their long - promised address, 
calling upon the Republicans of Massachusetts 
to rally against Butler. It was neither so elabo- 
rate nor so pugnacious as it was expected 
to be; but this is probably because 
Mr. Hoar’s personal letter was assumed 
to have furnished enough asperity for the time. 
The address sets forth that it has been the cus- 
tom of Massachusetts to retain at least three 
years a Governor chosen by the Republican 
party. This was done in the eases of Banks, 
Andrew, Bullock, and Claflin. The precedent is 
urged as a reason why Mr. Washburn, who has 
been Governor only two years, should be re- 
elected. The address then proceeds to describe 
the characteristics of Mr. Washburn, which 
are undoubtedly the very antipodes of Butler's 
characteristics. For instance, it is said 
that Mr. Washburn will not use the preroga- 
tives of his high office to bribe men to serve his 
personal ambitions, which evidently means that 
Butler will. Mr. Washburn will not use influ- 
ence or power to gratify his hatreds or revenges, 
which means that Butler will Mr. Washburn 
will not spend his time plotting for his own ad- 
vancement, which means that Butler will. Mr. 
Washburn will not be found enriching himself 
by means of his employment in the public ser. 
vice, which means that Butler will. And much 
more antediluvian nonsense which is firmly be- 
lieved by the writers down to the day of the Con. 
vention, but never after. It is charged that Butler. 
is trying to found a personal party upon con- 
tracts, jobs, and the bestowal or promise of 
office. This, also, is true, as Mr. Brooke said, 
Up toa certain point,“ the point being the 
adjournment of the Worcester Convention. 
After that, it will be false if Butler is nominated. 

The result, whatever it may be, will have 
something of a national interest; for the 
nomination of Gen. Butler, after all that has 
been done to prevent it, and when his personal 
character is made the issue, will show that the 
caucus rules the State of Massachusetts just as 
easily as Pennsylvania. .

ing this feature of the Louisiana complication, 
the Committee adjudged the matter wholly be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the United States Court, 
and came to the conclusion that the McEnery Gov- 
ernment would have been the de facto Government 
if Judge Durell had not usurped powers not be- 
longing to him, and had not ordered the inter- 
position of the United States troops. Senstor 


Morton himself said: The conduct of Judge 


Durell, sitting in the Circuit Court of the United 


States, cannot be justified or defended; he 


grossly exceeded his jurisdiction, and assumed 
the exercise of powers to which he could lay no 
claim.” Yet Judge Durell’s action Mr. Morton 
now cites as one of the reasons why the 
Kellogg Government is valid and legal.“ 
Another resson which he gives is, that 
the President of the United States has frequent- 
ly recognized the Kellogg Government. But he 
seems to forget that the President’s recognition 
and support were based directly upon the doc- 
trine that it was his duty to sustain the decision 
of the Federal Court. If, then, as Senator Mor- 
ton said, “Judge Durell grossly exceeded his 
jurisdiction,” he can scarcely refer to the Presi- 
dent’s support of this extra-judicial action as a 
ground for recognizing the validity and legality 
of the Kellogg Government.
